This attendance could not 
be verified due to unavailability of records. 


He indicated that he attended the American Institute 
of Technology, Chicago, Illinois, from 1951 to 1953. Upon 
interview, Mr. Paisley furnished a diploma from the 2\merican- 
Television institute of Technology (ATIT) , Chicago, Illinois, 
indicating that he received a Bachelor of Science in Television 
Engineering degree on September 25, 1953.

The third involved DOJ's declination of prosecution 
regarding foreign military sales bribery allegations against 
Paisley. They were advised that the Public Integrity Section, 
DOJ, cited Boeing's 1982 guilty plea in the USCS case and the 
inability of a preliminary investigation to corroborate the 
3-H®9^9-tions as basis for the declination. They were also advised 
that this decision to decline went through numerous reviews at 
DOJ , ultimately reaching then Assistant Attorney General Trott 
for affirmation.
